State Senate 
Passes Own 
S-35 Bill 


m e STATE Senate yesterday 
concurred unanimously in a House- 
amended version of its own 8-35 
Bill limiting the amount of rev­ 
el! vie school districts and munici­ 
palities may collect after county 
tax equalization programs go into 
effect. 
The bill will go to the office of 
Gov. George Leader today to await 
his signature. 
S-35 stipulates that school dis­ 
tricts and local taxing bodies must 
revise their millage rates down­ 
ward 
as 
assessments 
rise. 
It 
would allow school districts to col­ 
le c t only IO percent more in taxes 
the year following initiation of 
county tax equalization procedures 
than it did the preceding year. 
The limit on other bodies would be 
fi.e percent more than the year 
before. 
The bill provides, however, that 
school districts may take their case 
to the local court. 
If the court 
gives its permission, the district 
may then raise Its millage rates 
again to m eet budget needs for 
new buildings or other purposes. I 
The school district tor the ap- I 
pealing tax body) would have t o j 
foot the bill of taking an appeal 
to court. 
Section 
A House am endment to the bill 
re-worded a section which had re­ 
ferred to “new houses” and places, 
instead, the wording "new build­ 
ing or structures." 
Otherwise the 
original intent of the bill—which 
has been opposed by some school 
directors and boards in Isolated 
districts—rem ains the same. 
A general confusion and miscon­ 
ception concerning the passage of 
the bill initially and its final pas­ 
sage by the Senate was made more 
complex last week by a notice 
mailed out by Norman Piel, N orth­ 
ampton County commissioner, who 
is chairm an of the Pennsylvania 
State Association of County Com­ 
missioners’ legislative committee. 
In th a t letter, Piel said that 
S-35 “is now on the Governor’* 
desk for signature.” 
The Piel let­ 
ter was mailed last week and re­ 
ceived locally by county commis­ 
sioners on Monday. 
The bill was originally passed by 
the Senate on Feb. 18. Opposition 
to it developed a week later when 
it was in committee in the House. 
Opponents made no headway, how­ 
ever, in their efforts to head off 
the bill’s passage by the House. 
According to Piel, “S-35 makes 
it m andatory for local govern­ 
m ents to reduce the millage in 
direct proportion as the volume of 
assessments are increased in each 
governm ental sub-division, includ­ 
ing the counties.” 


‘Majority’ Of 
Directors Oppose 
Thruway Route 


JOHN M. CRANDALL, highway committee chairman of the 
Pocono Mountains Motor Club, said last night a "m ajority” of 
the club’s director* are opposed to the state-recommended 
route for the Stroudsburg* Thruway. 
“The proposed plan selected by the state is controversial.** 
Crandall reported to the club membership. 
“The Citizens 
Committee have proposed a route which is now b* ing studied 
by the State Highway Department. 


“Your board tot directors) ha* not taken official action 
on either the state's route or the newly proposed route," 
Crandall declared. 


"Your board’s position is that of urging the State Highway 
Department to provide limited access highway that will be 
adequate for present needs; that may be readily expanded or 
enlarged to meet the future needs of the community; that will 
provide a smooth rapid flow of traffic with adequate access to 
both boroughs; that will take scenic advantages of the area; 
and, most im portant, will be at the lowest cost. 
“The m ajority of the board seriously questions that the 
route proposed by the Highway Department complies with the 
above,’’ Crandall reported. 
Afterward, Crandall told a Daily Record representative he 
did not necessarily mean the board opposed the recommended 
Thruway route, but merely “seriously questioned” it.

Denmark To 
Slay In NATO 


COPENHAGEN, Denm ark, April 
M OB—D enm ark told Soviet Russia 
today she is staying in NATO, con­ 
sidering it the only peace-saving 
instrum ent now available in Eu­ 
rope. 
The Danish reply to Soviet nu­ 
clear threats was in the sam e 
calm , firm vein as a note which 
Norway, sent to Moscow April 13. 
Norway, too, declared she in­ 
tends to stay put in the 15-nation 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion. 
Soviet Prem ier Nikolai Bulganin 
had fired off threatening notes to 
both, asserting that use of their 
territory for atomic bases would 
expose them to extinction in an 
atom ic w ar. West Germany, also

and neutral 
Sweden have been targets of sim­ 
ilar threats. 


Red China 
Sends Out 
Distress Signal

COMMUNIST China has sent out 
an economic distress signal which 
may oblige the Soviet Union to 
respond with a dram atic gesture 
of help. 
The China situation could dic­ 
tate a new all-out peace offensive 
designed to let the dust settle until 
the Russians and Chinese arrive 
at a satisfactory solution. 
This would call for a strategic 
tem porary retreat on the more 
dangerous of the world’s political 
fronts, including the Middle E ast. 
The Red C h i n e s e , like the 
U.S.S.R. bent on heavy industrial 
development to build world power, 
have reached a point where they 
are finding it both difficult and 
perilous to continue export of food,

United States 
Strikes Back 
At Russia 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (FI—The 
United States, 
striking back at 
Russia, today blamed the crisis in 
Jordan on intervention by Soviet- 
controlled “ international commu­ 
nism .” 
A spokesman declared that since 
World War II the Soviet Union 
“ has subjected IO once independ­ 
ent nations to its rule.” His impli­ 
cation appeared to be that the 
Reds have been trying to gain 
domination of Jordan. 
State Department press officer 
Lincoln White made the change of 
foreign intervention at a news con­ 
ference in response to requests for 
U. 
S. 
government 
reaction 
to 
charges made in Moscow yester­ 
day. 
The Soviet Foreign Ministry had 
declared that the United States 
was prim arily responsible for any 
“ grave consequences” that might 
arise from the Jordanian crisis. It 
assailed the West for “foreign in­ 
terference” in the Middle East. 
Declaration 
King Hussein of Jordan had de­ 
clared last week that the troubles 
of his country were due to “ inter­ 
national communism and its fol­ 
lowers.” 
The United States en­ 
dorsed his asser^cgi at the time 
but today’s comments by White 
pinned 
the 
re sp o n sib ly 
some­ 
what more directly on the Soviet 
Union. 
White declared that the records 
of the United States and Russia 
since World War II “ speak for 
them selves.” He said the United 
States has “ encouraged and wel­ 
comed 
independence 
movements 
which led to the creation of 19 
new states in the world while the 
Soviet Union has “ subjected ten 
once 
independent nations to its 
rule.” 


CHUI Placed 
On President’s 
School Program 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (FI — 
Opposition by Sen. Knowland <R- 
Calif) and postponement of Senate 
action by Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson 
(D-Tex) 
chilled the chances to­ 
day that Congress will approve 
President Eisenhower’s school aid 
program. 
Knowland. the Senate's Repub­ 
lican leader, told the U.S. cham­ 
ber of Commerce he believes it 
would be “ unwise” for the govern­ 
ment to em bark on a four-year 
program of aid for school con­ 
struction such as Eisenhower has 
suggested. 
Johnson, the Senate’s Democrat­ 
ic 
leader, 
included 
school 
aid 
among four bills he said the Sen­ 
ate will not take up unless or until 
the House acts on them. He put 
civil 
rights, 
immigration 
and 
natural gas legislation — all of 
which Eisenhower has favored — 
in the sam e category. 


Request 
Eisenhower asked Congress in 
January to authorize a four-year 
$2,077,500,000 program to help the 
states build classrooms. He includ­ 
ed a 451-million-dollar item in his 
budget to get the program started 
in the year beginning July I. 
Knowland said it was his ob­ 
servation that nothing started by 
Congress term inates in four years. 
“ I have never seen the federal 
government 
contribute 
m o n e y 
without wanting to exercise con­ 
trol,” he said. 
“ If anything should 
be reserved to the states, it is 
control of their educational sys­ 
tem s.” 
Knowland’s position s e e m e d 
likely to be reflected in consider­ 
able Republican opposition in the 
Senate 
to the school aid 
plan. 
Some conservative Democrats al­ 
so have denounced it as an inva­ 
sion of states rights.

WASHINGTON, April SO <F> — 
Sen. Fulbright <D-Ark) contended 
today an effective foreign aid pro­ 
gram can keep the boiling Middle 
East out of Communist hands and 
thus is “vital to the security of 
our nation.” 
The senator sided with Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower in urging Con­ 
gress to correct w’hat he called a 
defect and authorize a program 
for longer than one year so as to 
remove "a very great obstacle to 
intelligent 
planning.” 
And.

said, economic aid should be a 
loan program, to the extent of 80 
to 90 per cent.

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Depot Personnel Not Involved In Inquiry 


Robert S. Allen Reports 


Congi f«iseal investigations have oc­ 
curred so frequently in the last 25 years 
that we we apt to become all too com­ 
placent about the sometimes shocking re­ 
velations. 
The inquiries make interesting reading 
while they are in progress, but when they 
have their locale in far-off places, we 
soon forget the details and shift our at­ 
tention to other new* of more current in­ 
terest. 
Now, all at once, our complacency 
is shaken by the exposures of what 
has taken place in our own knell 
yard. 
We refer, of course, to the 
present Senate Rackets Committee 
investigation of Teamsters Union ac­ 
tivities at the Tohyhanna Signal De­ 
pot. 
On Monday, a Texas manufacturer testi­ 
fied he paid a Scranton union official to 
let non-union truck driven enter the de­ 
pot grounds during construction of the 
Tobyhanna installation. 
The manufacturer, Earl P. Bettendorf, 
claimed it was extortion. Previously, Paul 
Bradshaw, a steward for tho Scranton 
Teamsters local, testified Bettendorf had 


offered $200 a week to let the trucks move 
through the gates. 
Bettendorf says the 
payments were made to Joseph McHugh, 
a buriness agent for the Scranton local. 
Some question arose Monday as to 
whether the payments were or were not 
in the nature of a bribe. This point seems 
academic to us at the moment. 
What is more important In Monroe 
County is that the Tobyhanna Signal De­ 
pot is receiving nation-wide publicity of a 
Sort that can leave a stigma in the minds 
of those who do not delve deeply enough 
into the facts. 
The aBeged incidents, it should he 
emphasised, occurred before the Sig­ 
net Corps took over operation of tho 
depot. 
Nothing that cornea out of 
the Senate inquiry should he ceustrued 
as reflecting open any of the 
persons who are now employed ut 
Tohyhanna. 
We credit the present personnel with 
doing a fine job in helping to defend the 
United States and its Attics. We repeat, 
they should not be associated with any of 
the testimony that conies out of the Senate 
investigation.

That’s the kind of overflowing, 
self-giving attitude described in a 
two-year c h u r c h study as the 
"radical healing" needed from the 
inner frustrations of modern life. 
Although the report doesn’t use 
the exact words, it suggests that 
the blissful exuberance and sweet 
surrender of falling in love with 
another human being is an indica­ 
tion of the cure needed — falling 
in love with God. 
"It Is being drawn to another in 
faith and faithful love," said the 
report, drawn up by a committee 
of the National Council of Church­ 
es in an examination of the inse­ 
curities and discontents that beset 
the age. 
Analysts 
The analysis seeks to evaluate, 
in direct terms, just what Is In­ 
volved in becoming a Christian, 
and what fulfillment this offers 
against the modern tide of "lone­ 
liness, corroding anxieties, bewil­ 
derment and mistrust." 
To find personal strength in the 
love of God, 
the report says, 
doesn’t mean Just a deliberate at­ 
tempt to imitate Christ — any 
more Rian love of another person 
means just copying him or her. 
It Is Mi Involvement in the life 
of anther, too deep for conscious 
achievement, too spontaneous for 
deliberate planning, too free and 
creative to be understood as du­ 
plication or echo." 
The response, the report says, Is 
not an achievement for which you 
"can claim credit, not a calculat­ 
ed decision, and not a moral at­ 
tainment — any more than falling 
in love is any of these things." 
"Decision, 
self-giving 
is 
in­ 


volved in It, as in love or loyalty," 
it adds, but the decision is caused 
by an Irresistable love—you "can 
do no other." 
The study was initiated by the 
council in the spring of 1955 and 
Is to be 
recommended 
to 
the 
council’s general board meeting in 
Chicago next week for use by va­ 
rious units of the 80-denomination 
organization. 
It begins with an assessment 
of today's confusing world — the 
"dizzy profusion" of modem tech­ 
nology "for both good and ill, tools 
that make men giants In speed 
and strength without making them 
orresponding gentle and wise." 
The report cites the rash of 
"pagan gospels of race, class, na­ 
tional aggrandizement, propagat­ 
ed through the mass media of 
press and radio, military displays, 
party-line schools systems, police 
networks and political pressures.” 
There, It adds, are "decrying 


gentleness and weakness, foment­ 
ing distrust and conflict, and ap­ 
pealing all too effectively to men’s 
self-interest and their deep crav­ 
ings for companionship, emotion­ 
al security, self-re* pc et and some 
higher power to serve."
